HOW SOME FAKE CRIPPLES WORK THEIR GAMES 


Strong Arm Men Who Look Around For Graft in a Town While Apparently 
Begging---Women Who Make Excellent Helpers.

One of the most @iteresting papers read before the 
convention of Police Chiefs during their session in 
Washington, D. C., was that of J. N. Tillard, Chief of 
Police of Altoona, Pa. This paper attracted the un- 
divided attention of the Chiefs, and is said to have fur- 
with information concerning 
yevemen, “throwouts,”’ professional mendicants, fake 
cripples and others of similar ilk, 


nished them valuable 
The paper follows: 

* About seven years ago, while employed as a private 
detective, L began to make the acquaintance of a class 
of criminals and beggars whose operations at that time 
seemed to b® confined to New York City, I sometimes 
found them stopping at cheap hotels, but more fre- 
quently at lodging houses in the lower Bowery. My 
business took me into the mining towns of Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio, and gradually I began to meet my 
crooked acquaintances of Chatham Square plying their 
vocation all about the country. 
every sense, 


They were crooked in 
Sometimes their deformities were real, 
but for the most part they were purely artistic. 

“One night while occupying, for purely professional 
reasons, a most uncomfortable cot in a Bowery hotel, 
| saw a roommate, in disrobing for the night, remove 


from what to the casual observer appeared to be the | 


stump of a wrist, a casing of pasteboard and muslin 
covering a very well-formed and normal band, 
was wearing the paper carton for business reasons. A 
few months later, while on a visit to my family in 
\ltoona, [ met the same gentleman industriously dis- 
playing his handless arm and selling cakes from bars 
of cheap laundry soap from anywhere from five cents 
to a quarter, as the crippled arm happened to move 
the sympathy of the guileless purchaser, Some time 
later, I saw the same fellow roosting on a tile pile in 
my own town,in company with as good a bunch of 
‘Petermen and Strong Arms’ as ever mended an um- 
brella or peidled court plaster while keeping cover to 
rob a bank—a stunt, by the this same crowd 
pulled off short!y after. 

“T learned that the reason for these gentry forsaking 
their accustomed haunts and taking to the road was in 
a large measure to be found in the active work of the 
mendicancy squad of the New York Charity Organiz- 
ation Society. Shortly after I had resumed the duties 
of Police Chief in Altoona, in 1903, the society sent out 
a ‘confidential bulletin,’ which called attention to the 
close connection existing between professional beggars 
and thieves, Atter considerable delay we succeeded in 
having passed an ordinance under which these people 
could be committed fora maximum of six months at 
summary conviction before a Police Magistrate, Act- 
ing upon the theory that the first duty of a policeman 
is to prevent crime, we began to gather them all in 
under whatever guise they happenedto present them- 
selves, and it was astonishing to find the relationship 
hetween the whole bunch, This procedure has had a 
most salutary effect upon the order of the town. We 
have not in the past six months had a single serious 
burglary or hold up. Keeping the floaters on the run, 
we find it much easier to handle the local talent.

the large number arrested as dangerous 
and suspicious persons we have had some of the best- 
known criminals in the country, the catalogue of their 
crimes running anywhere from petty larceny to murder. 

“For illustration, I note a few cases tending to show 
how closely allied are all classes of yeggs, beggars, street 
fakers, peddlers, &., that live off the country.
